Mr. Levi outlined a plan under 
Which a trinl judge would be 
required to fix sentences within 
limits set by a permanent federal 
sentencing commission. 

The judge could deviate from 
those guidelines only by citing 
specific reasons for doing so and 
his fudgment could be reviewed 
by an appellate court. 

Under existing law, a judge 
has wide discretion in determin- 
ing how long a sentence, if any, 
a criminal must serve and his 
decision cannot be reviewed by 


- appeals courts. The parole sys- 


tem, which Mr, Levi suggested be 
eliminated, can further reduce 
the sentence after certain periods 
of imprisonment, 

Mr. Levi outlined his proposal 
im a Speech to Wisconsin cor- 
rectional officials in Mitwankee 
last night. It was the first time 
a US. Justice Department of- 
ficial hes proposed such a sharp 
teduction in a judge's sentencing 
Power, although some critics of 
the judicial system have sug- 
gested it before. 

Be prefaced it by asserting 
that a major shortcoming of 
justice is the inconsistency in 
sentencing, with different judges 
prescribing widely different sen- 
tences for similar crimes. 

‘The idea of prison as a deter- 
rent to crime, be said, is im- 
paired because “judges themselves 
have not imposed prison sentences 
with enough consistency to make 
the deterrent effect work. Deter- 
rence requires considerable cer- 
tainty, and we do not have that 
certainty. The offenders who are 
sent to jail recognize the degree 
to which they have been losers in 
@ gaine of chance.” 

Mr. Levi said that, as a result 
of sentencing inconsistency, the 
person who is imprisoned may 
think his sentence is a matter of 
“bad luck, rather than the inevi- 
table consequence of wrongdoing.”

‘The same artistic restlessness 
that drew Hans Richter as 8. 
young man to the group of rebels 
who called their movement dada, 
Jed him a few years later to 
abandon a promising career as a 
painter for the even more un- 
certain and, in the early 1920s, 
daring world of film making. 

Beginning in 1921 with “Rhythm 
21,” generally regarded as the 
first abstract animated film, and 
continuing through “8. x 8” in 
1957, which set the artistic visions 
of Jean Cocteau and Alexander 
Calder, among others. against the 
background of a giant chessboard, 
Mr. Richter never lost touch with 
dada, its personalities and the 
spirit that spawned it. 

He gave dada a voice, capturing 
its spirit both on film and in a 
book, “Dada: Art and Anti-Art,” 
published in 1964, which critics 
regard as an authoritative work 
on the subject. 

His best known movie, “Dreams 
That Money Can Buy,” -drama- 
tized the surrealistic visions of six 
of his friends, 

‘For 13 years, until] his retire- 
ment in 1956, he was director of 
the Institute of Film Techniques 
at City College, New York. 

Mr. Richter was born In 1888 
in Berlin. He fought briefly in 
the German Army in World War I 
until he was wounded: 

An outspoken anti-Nazi, he 
migrated to the United States 
in 1941.

Ford's remarks were made pub- 
lic later by the White House at 
the insistence of newsmen, 


‘A Moderate Position’ 

Ta the interview, Mr. Ford said 
he took “a moderate position” on 
the issue. “I do not believe in 
abortion on demand. I do not 
agree with the court decision. . . 
On the other hand, I do not 
agree that ἃ constitutional 
amendment is the proper remedy, 
T think we have to recognize that 
there are instances when abor- 
tion should be permitted.” 

The President cited such m- 
stances as illness. of the mother, 
rape, and other “wfortunate 
things thaf might happen,” re- 
quiring “some flexibility.” 

But Mr. Ford said of the 
Supreme Court decision, which 
was issued in 1973, “I think the 
court decision went too far. I 
think a constitutional amendment 
goes too far. if there was to be 
Some action in this area, it’s my 
judgment that it ought to be on 
2@ basis of what each individual 
state wishes to do under the cir~ 
cumstances.” 

Mr. Ford added that “even 
though I disagree with the court 
decision . . . I will, of course, 
uphold the Jaw as interpreted by 
the court, but I think there is a 
better answer.” 

The President was asked, 
“Doesn't the Supreme Court deci- 
sion itself seem to move against 
any possibility that the state can 
take any local action?” 

EO Aviehdment Necessary 

He replied, “That is correct, but 
‘Vf theré is to be a constitiitional 
amendment, and theré are some 
-Suggestions in the Congress now 
that would permit each state on 
tts own through a vote of the 
people or through its state leg- 
islative branch to adopt its own 
state regulations... I think that's 
8. preferable answer rather than 
the one that's recommended by 
others.” 

It was pointed out to the Pres- 
ident, then, that under the Su- 
preme Court decision, it would 
presumably take a constituiionel 
amendment to let a state decide 
on the issue individually. “That 
is correct,” the President said. 

In outlining Mr. Ford's views 
ate briefing, Press Secietary Ron 
Nessen said the President “does 
not personally agree with the 
Supreme Court dectsion on this 
matter. At the game time, he 
does not support a constitutlonal 
amendment to prohibit abortion. 
He doesn't think that's the proper 
remedy in this area.” 

Mr, Nessen sald that the Presi- 
dent “really feels that if there 
is to be any further action in 
this area, it should be individual 
states who decide for themselves.” 

As President, Mr, Ford would 
not play any role in proposing 
or promoting a constitutional 
amendment, Mr. Nessen sald.

He warned against 
“New Science” as bedtime read- 
ing for budding anthropologists, 
though it could spark “flashes of 
astonishing insight” as they fell 
asleep, 

Wico's “New Science” was a. his- 
tory of man's ideas, customs and 
deeds and began with a series 
of axioms illuminating the seen 
and unseen universe, 

With much of the history con- 
jectural, the text luxuriates in 
grand summations: “Men first 
feel necessity, then look for util- 
ity, next attend to comfort, still 
later amuse themselves with plea- 
sure, thence grow dissolute in 
luxury, and finally go mad and 
waste thelr substance.” 

In the 19th century France's 
Jules Michelet became a mis- 
sionary for Vico, and Auguste 
Comte paid his devotions, Kar] 
Marz, Georges Sorel and Trotsky 
borrowed from him. Yeats called 
Vico “the first modern philoso- 
pher to discover in his own mind, 
and inthe European past, all 
human destiny.” 

Spengler and Toynbee have 
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been charged with an unacknowl- 
edged debt τὸ Vico Edmund 
Wilson discharged nis debt fully 
in “To the Finland Station.” - 

Wilson wrote: “Here, before 
the steady rays of Vico's in- 
Signt ... We see the fogs ..-+ 
recede, she cloud-shapes of legend 
Wit. .ὄ 
Sir Isaiah, who had his doubts 
that Edmund Wilson had even 
read Vico, provided his own sum- 
mary of Vico’s theory of historic 
cycles: 

“You've got a beginning, you've 
got a rise. you have an anogec, 
you have a decline. you have a 
fall, and then once again—bows 
and arrows.” 

Prof. Max Fisch of Indiana 
University, who collaborated on 
the principal Vico translations, 
recalled the letter he had receiv- 
ed from the Wlustrious Italian 
historian Gaetano Salvemini, 

“I've never been able to under= 
stand Vico in Italian.” Prof, Sal- 
vemini confessed, “but now that 
he's been tranelated into an hop- 
est language I’m going to try 
again.”

Brazil Forms Soccer Squad 


From New, Interesting Group 
By Brian Glanville 


LONDON. Feb. 8 (THT).—In 
Engiand, there is much moaning 
about the relatively few inter- 
national games the team is al- 
lowed to play by the moguls of 
soccer. But what about Brazil? 
Ite team has scarcely put foot 
to field since the 1974 World 
Cup. 

Last year's so-called South 
American Championship cannot 
be counted. The Brazilians en- 
tered that with a team drawn 8]- 
most entirely from the Belo 
Horizonte area, which meant the 
exclusion (bar one or two late 
reinforcements) of the stars of 
Rio and Sao Paolo. 

Now the Brazil team is being 
put together again, initially to 
Play much weakened Uruguay at 
the Stadio Centenario on Feb. 26, 
Uruguay having lost most of its 
erack players to foreign teams. 
Osvaldo SBrandao, who once 
coached in Montevideo, is now 
the Brazilian coach, and his 
team will be almost entirely a 
new one. 

Massive devastation will be 
wrought among the dull and 
often thuggish 1974 World Cup 
side, At the moment, it seems 
Hkely that no more than two 
from that team will survive: 
Francisco Marinho, the powerful 
and exciting attacking left back, 
who nearly left Rio for Schaike 
04 and the Bundesliga last 
season, and Paul Cesar, the 26- 
year-old who plays inside for- 
ward, not the clever jeft-winger, 
who is said to want to go back 
to Marseilles. 

Who are the new men on 
whom Brandao will place his 
hopes for a 1978 World Cup? 
‘Well, there is an interesting new 
goalkeeper named Valdir Peres. 
who is said to be the best they 
have had since Gilmar retired. 

Good Temperament 

Peres is 24, losing his hair, not 
very tall for 8. keeper, but sup- 
ple, solid and possessed of excel~ 
lent temperament. He was 
reserve to Leao in the Jast, World 


solidly since then, playing splen- 
didly in the South American Cup 
games. 

Zico is another interesting 
Player. A center forward, 22 
years old, who plays for Flamen- 
go of Rio, he has been compared 
with Tostao, that marvelous 
center forward who had to quit 
because of an eye injury, and 
with Eopa, the French 
hero of the 1958 World Cup. Zico 
fs said to have perfected his 
subtle technique, his flicks and

Brandao promises 2 much more 
traditions! and enterprising 
Brazil than the sad, tough, lucky 
lot we saw in Germany, saying 
that they will play the football 
previously associated with them, 
every man being ready to go for- 
ward.. 

Jo word yet as to whether he 
will try to recall Luis Pereira 
from Atletico Madrid for the 
World Cup qualifiers, in which 
Brasil must face a vastly 
improved Colombia at Bogota. 
Pereira, who cost Atletico $1 mil- 
lion, and his World Cup colleague 
Leivmhe, is having a glorious 
season. Perhaps Brandao will 
wait to see what happens in 
Brazil's coming string of matches 
which, In late May, will pit the 
team against Italy, England and 
@ U.S. select team in Washing- 
ton, New York and perhaps 
Philadelphia. 
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Meanwhile, the new stoppers 
seem likely to be Amaral of 
Guarani, 22, small for the role 
but quick, and the reliable Beto 
of Gremio, Mario Marinho, who 
Played there in the 1974 World 
Cup, is at present out of the 
Barcelona side and steaming 
with frustration. He may. he 
says, return to Brazil. No doubt 
Brandao would not be displeased. 


NBA Players 
Settle Dispute 
With Owners 


PHILADELPHIA, Feb. 3 (UPI). 
—National Basketball Association 
players agreed with the board of 
governors today to settle out of 
court the so-called “Oscar Rob- 
ertson suit” that has held up 
merger talks with the American 
Basketball Association, 


‘The settlement, which must be 
approved by a federal court, 
would end the college draft and 
option and compensation clauses 
ag they now exist. 

Players Association coumsel 
Larry Fleisher announced the 
players’ decision after a meeting 
of the players’ representatives. 
The NBA Board of Governors 
approved the settlement yester- 
day. It now must be presented 
to U.S. District Judge Robert 
Carter in New York. 

The settlement is to be institut- 


future drafting. If he is drafted 
the second year by another team, 
and again is not signed within 
ἃ one-year period, he becomes a 
free agent. 


9 Beginning at the end of the 
1976-77 season, all option clauses 
would disappear from all con- 
tracts. Option clauses now bind 
players to thelr teams in per- 
petuity. Fleisher said that a 
player now in the last year of a 
contract would still have an op~ 
tion clause during the next year, 
but anyone whose contract ex- 
pires in 1977 will not be bound 
by this rule.

& the original team did not 
match the offer, a player would 
be free to join another team. 

Settlement of the 6-year-old 
class-action suit, which Fleisher 
says affects about 500 present 
and former ‘players, would clear 
the way for talks hetween the 
NBA and the struggling ABA 
about amalgamation. Such talks 
have been barred pending disposi- 
tion of the Oscar Robertson case, 
which is due for trial in New 
York in June.
